HOW DEEP Is IT BEsT TO PLOW? 


The above question has been asked us, 
and the most candid reply we can make is 
that we donotknow. Our opinion, how- 
ever, is to plow as deep as the soil will al- 
low, and intended crops require, If the 
soil ‘is a good, dark loam, let the plowing 
be deep. Forcorn, the roots of which
